RENEWS ITS WARNING 

AGAINST INFLUENZA. 
Rapid Exten»ion in Many Sec 
tiom Following Peace 
Celebrations. 
Free Vaccine For Prevention 
of the Disease. 

Buwlintr Green. Ky.. Dec. 6. 1918. 
To the Health Officials, I'hysiciann 
and People: — 
Early in October, before the full 
import of the danger from influenza 
was grasped by the people, and well 
in advance of such action in most 
other states, churches, schools and all 
other places of public assembly were 
riKidly closed, and, with the aid of 
the public press, the State was flooded 
with warning and advisory literature, 
with the result that, in spite of the 
hardships inseparable from such 
I vitally affecting the 
md privi- 
of every community and home, 
such universal and helpful 
tion from the clergy, the 
women's clubs and the rank 
and file of the people, as to greatly 
restrict the spread of the disease, ex- 
cept in certain mining and other sec- 
tions and homes where the housing 
conditions made it impossible to se- 
cure proper ventilation and prevent 
over-crowding, associated, as such 
conditions always are. with lack of 
nourishment, nursing and medical at- 
tention, and with the high death rate 
incident to any kind of sickness of 
people so situated. 

In response to the urgent calls of 
distress, mainly from such sections, 
within four weeks this board, the V, 
S. Public Health Service, the Ken- 
tucky Red Cross and the State Coun- 
cil of Defense, meeting weekly, and 
utilizing their respective auxiliary 
organizations in every county and 
community in collecting information 
and extending help. !*<• physicians and 
-'.*> nurses and Sisters of Charily 
w-c sent to tio relief work, often un- 
der difficulties and living conditions 
c.-iir to imagine than describe. Kx- 
o-pt in such sections and in some of 
t wealthiest ccuntics. where short- 
s Jited, niggardly Fiscal Courts have 
always forced doctors to carry on 
DM 1th work at the.r own expense, or 
it undone, the epidemic was 
under such measurable control 
t; at it was thought safe to remove 
<• rrc.'.tlv liberalize the quarantine 
restrict ioiis from the jurisdictions 
first attached which had good health 
organizations, until this has now been I 
i me in nearly all cities and in about 
two thirds of the counties. 

Everything went well for a few 
mys when, follow ii.g the peace cele- 
I rations and simili.ti festivities, dur- 
ing which all rpei. Itiotu and safe- 
luurds were thrown '. > the winds, a 
notable increase of lies cases, for- 
tunately of a milder type, was re- 
ported almost everywhere, until in 
many counties the disease a mn as- 
such an epidemic fur I that 
r. n\ed 

for a renewal of the restrictioi. . the 
local authorities often imposing them 
without waiting for advice. Kxiept 
in a few instances this Board has n- 
sisted that, as the more violent and 
fatal stage of this epidemic has pas- 
ed, individual cases and families b, 
more rigidly isolated than in the past 
without again closing churches and 
schools and the ministers, teachers, 
and all other leaders of 



public opinion h« ■asMMMl in the 
education of the people in the rec- 
ognized methods of its prevention, 
and especially about staying away 
from crowds and places where it is 
likely to exist. 

Within the last few days such in- 
sistent representations MUM in from 
I. ■u.-wlie that the disease had again 
readied such epidemic proportions 
as to require action by this Board, 
its officers on last Wednesday after- 
noon called a conference of leading 
u'eneral practitioners of that city in 
onler to get reliable, first-hand infor- 
mation. It was the unanimous opin- 
ion of these gentlemen that, while 
the liisease was far milder and. dif- 
fered from the earlier stage of the 
epidemic in tliat it attacked children 
more frequently than adults, it was 
far more prevalent and widely dis- 
tributed than at any previous time, 
and without a dissenting voice they 
recommended that all restrictions be 
re-imposed, several of them asserting 
thaltLey were advising all f am flies 
under t.leir care to keep the children 
jut of school and that both the chil- 
Iren and parents stay MB from all 
;.ublic gatherings until the danger 
was over. 

Immediately upon the simultane- 
ous perfection of the vaccine for the 
prevention of Influenza and its fatal 
complications, by the laboratories of 
the Rockefeller Institute, the Mayo 
Clinic and several private manufac- 
turers, a few weeks ago, anil its ap- 
proval by the Surgeon General of the 
Army and other proper authorities, 
this Board began earnest effort to 
secure it in quantities but, on account 
of preference being properly given 
to the urgent needs of the Army and 
other branches of the public service, 
only small supplies could then be ob- 
tained for use in a few highly infect- 
•d districts and families. While this 
conference with th" Louisville phy- 
sicians was being held a wire was re- 
ceived from Dr. Rosenow, Director 
'>f the Mayo Laboratories, at Koch- 
ester, Minnesota, that lO.OOU doses 
'it the vaccine had been sent to the 
B.iid and that IMytM would 
foil m a.- needed, for free distribu- 
tion to all health officials and physi- 
cians who would keep an i return to 
this Board for tabulation the retords 
and results of all inoculations. 

With these generous supplie- of 
vaccine in its possession and with a 
MMMJ and active Health Department 
and excellent public spirited profes- 
sion, to administer it, eteu in the 
'ight of grave conditions revealed by 
the conference, it was decided, for 
the |'res "t at least, to place supplies 
of nudM i:i the hands of all health 
officials of the State for their own 
use, und for distribution to physi- 
cians who will keep and return the 
record uf rases, and to ask the City 
Health Department of Louisville, and 
of other cities so far as practicable, 
to open one or more l-'ree Clinics for 
Hie free inoculation of the indigent, 
placing a very liberal construction 
upon this term. 

Lccocjnzing that picture shows, 
tcji cent stores and department stores 
dfcng special sales and other hours 
of congestion, are constant sources 
of danger in an epidemic like this, 
these and all similiar places were 
commended to the special care of the 
boards of health of all cities, with 
authority, even to the point of clos- 
ing, to impose any restrictions nec- 
essary to protect the public health, 
..nd it is especially recommended 
t st during the period of this epi- 
d. tit all

We have known the Germans who 
have settled among us as a kindly, 
patient, enterprising and inoffensiv ■ 

people. Such also was the estimat * 
which most nations had formed of the 
German race. The atrocities whu r 
Germany committed in the war its 
relapse into the cruelties of barbar 
in have been the marvel of the 
world impossible of belief until 
armed by unimpeachable testimony 

The original cause of these cruel- 
lies wus the spirit uf hatred which 
the German government instilled m- 
to the army. In the early <ia>- of 
the war the author of the "Hymn of 
Hate", a rancorous and bitter poem 
directed against England, was deco- 
rated by the government, and the 
verse.- themselves were sung with ac- 
claim throughout the army. The 
■ame spirit was shown when the tier 
man government struck a medal 
' oinmemoruting the destruction of 
the "l.usitania". 

The evidence of hatred has been 
notably absent from the French arm 
ies. France has suffered more cruel 
ly from the war than any other of the 
allied nations, but we read that her 
soldiers as a rule have showed much 
kindness toward German prisoners
